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The mood of rank-and-file 
Republicans across the Nation 
as measured a few days be- 
for the balloting for President 
at the GOP Convention in San 
Francisco is mixed. They be- 
lieve Barry Goldwater will be 
nominated for President and 
that he will lose to Lyndon B 
Johnson in the fall. 

Although they expect a 
Goldwater victory at the Con- 
vention, the desire of a major- 


ity is that the “moderate 
Wing should contral the GOP. 

In a survey of a cross-section 
of Republicans completed as 
the Convention approached 
its decision. Party members 
by better than 2 to 1 expressed 
the belief that Galdwater 
would be nominated:

Rarely have the voters of 
a political party been so cer- 
tain that one man would win 
the nod for President and 
also that he was so certain 
to lose the election. Of course 
just as polls taken in July can 
change drastically by Novem- 
ber so the rank and file of 
GOP voters can be wrong in 
their present assessment 
When asked to make a 
choice between the “moder- 
ate and ‘‘conservative” wings 
of them Party, a clear major- 
ity of Republicans prefer that 
moderates control the GOP. 
The division on who should 
control mirrors rather .well
